Woodpeckers give the Impression of j 


being practical, sensible birds. Under j 
ordinary circumstances, they do not j 
show a hysterical fear of man: they ! 
ire wary, but do not let that Inter- \ 
fere with their work They are very j 
busy birds and most of the time are ! 
absorbed 
in 
climbing about tree I 


trunks and limb*. They get along to- I 
tether fairly welt One sees few se- 
rious combsts among them. 


They do not possess Ike stately, dlg- 


aitv of the heron, the singing powers 
of the throsh, or the graceful flight of 
the swallow. Woodpeckers do not stir 
the Imagination to thoughts of distant 
Us4s, as does the wild goose when 
far overland we see him leading his ! 
lock toward the frozen pole. The 
woodpeckers are known rather as hard- 
working, substantial citizens of the 
bird world, rendering service which 
orald ill be spared. 


These birds possess highly special- 


ized equipment for their business of 
getting a living. They are the only 
birds ia our country that can dig holes 
in solid trees. As a group they pass 
most of their days pecking decayed 
tree* or stumps for ants or the larvae j 
of wood-boring beetle*.

No other bird leaves behind such ! 


striking evidence of It* presence. A j 
hundred thousand warblers may ai- [ 
grate through a small region, sad 
away may remain for the summer and 
mr their young. When they hare gone, 
litti* *irn of their former presence Is 
left behind; but a half dozen wood- 
peckers In the same community will 
leave very definite evidence of their) 
occupancy. Numerous holes In dead 
trees, with here and there an en- 
trance to a nesting cavity, will aH 
bear convincing testimony that these 
birds have been In the forest* and the 
•rchards of the neighborhood,

In some tree*, such as maple*, wal- 


nut*, and hickories, their holes often 
pierce the sap wood beneath the cam- 
bium. In the subsequent growth of 
the trees, these wound* sometimes 
cause early or bird's-eye wood well 
known to lumbermen. More often, 
howerer. this exposure of the wood al- 
lows I assets, fangi. *r bacteria to en- 
ter. These cans* blemishes or decayed 
areas, which reduce In value the lum- 
ber wklek later ssay be cwt tress the 
tree. 


About the riags of holes made by 


these birds la locusts and sycamores, 
shoot* often *prout from adventitious 
buds, sad thus tke symmetry of the 
tree Is marred. Not only are hun- 
dreds of thousands of trees injured 
by sapsnckers, but a considerable pro- 
portion of those that are attacked die 
either the same year or subsequently. 


The woodpeckers do not confine 


their attentions wholly to trees. ~ They 
make their 
explorations 
for asp 


through the bark of various large 
vines, such, for example, as the Vir- 
ginia creeper, poison Ivy. rattan, and 
trumpet creeper. 


Close about the nesting tree of tke 


sapsudter there are various trees 
where the old birds go for their sap. 
and where they take their young when 
they leave the nest. Here the family 
spends the summer with an abundance 
of normal food supply at hand. At 
this season they sat also ants, files, 
beetles, and varion* other insects 
which are draw* to the flowing springs 
of sweet sap. Other woodpeckers come 
to these little fountains, as well aa 
bumming birds, warblers, and at times 
red squirrels. 


Flicker Is th* Best Known. 


Among the woodpeckers the flicker 


Is a bird of distinctive personality, 
and It attracts universal attention. 
Undoubtedly It Is known to far more 
people than are the other woodpeck- 
ers. Its local names are numerous. 
"WUkrissen." "yucker bird." "golden- j 
winged woodpecker." -high-holder."! 
"pigeon woodpecker" and "yellow-hast-! 
mer" are some of them.

The ' 
fight for its name was led by a worn- j 
en's patriotic organization, members of i 
which called attention to the historic ' 
fact that a company of A<-Hm« 
youths had placed the bird'* feathers 
In their caps and. designating them- 
selves "yeUow-hannnert," had marched 
away, singing, to the Civil war. 


The red-beaded woodpeckers and 


others of the family will now and then 
dart down to a road or to the lawn to 
capture an Insect or to pick up an j 
acorn, but whea the flicker drops to | 
the ground he resMlns there for some | 
time, often until frightened away. In i 
the woods, the field, or the garden, one i 
may come upon him hopping awkward- 
ly through the grass.
